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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "16" has been used to designate both channel and blades. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
reference character 1 as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is 
essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the 
drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
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removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 12-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 12 is confusing because it is appears that the rotatable wheel includes supporting 

discs. It is unclear how the "bladed wheel" is related. Furthermore, the wheel cannot 

be bladed if it is intended for claim 14 to depend from claim 12. 

Claim 14 cannot depend from claim 12 is claim 12 includes bladed wheel. 

Claim 15, "the discs" lack clear antecedent basis. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. With regards to claim 16, the disclosure fails to describe how the device 
operates in a reversible manner. Therefore, one skilled in the art cannot make and/or 
use the invention as claimed. With regards to claim 17, the disclosure fails to describe 
how to make and/or use the "lift -type" means. Therefore, one skilled in the art cannot 
make and/or use the invention as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs.of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 10,12,14,15,16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Gorlov (US 5642984) 

Gorlov discloses a device comprising a rotatable wheel (208,202, see Fig. 17) and a 
fixed part (206) located inside the rotatable, wheel. Disc (208). Blades (202). 
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9. Claims 10,12,14,15,16, 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Walters (US 5503530). 

Walters discloses a device comprising a rotatable wheel (10, 10a, 9, see Fig. 2) and a 
fixed part (4,5) located inside the rotatable wheel. Disc (10,10a). Blades (9). 

10. Claims 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mayo, 
Jr. etal. (US 5440175). 

Mayo, Jr. et al. discloses a device comprising a rotatable wheel (12,14,10, see Fig. 4) 
and a fixed part (30) located inside the rotatable wheel. Disc (12,14). Blades (10). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 10-13, 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Logan (US 973869) in view of Gorlov '984. 

Logan discloses a device for capturing water comprising a rotatable wheel comprising 
blades (see Fig.1 ). Pivotably flaps (see Fig. 1 ). Logan discloses the invention 
substantially as claimed. However, Logan lacks a fixed part within the rotatable wheel. 
Gorlov teaches a fixed part within a rotatable wheel (206). It would have been 
considered obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Logan to include the fixed 
part as taught by Gorlov in order control fluid flow. 
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Response to Arguments 

1 3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 0 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
